I have  now  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  1939  on 
the  Health  Conditions  of  the  Borough : there  are  no  special  features  to  comment 
upon : the  amount  of  Infectious  Disease  was  small : the  usual  epidemic  of  Influenza 
appeared  in  the  spring:  it  was  rather  more  severe  than  in  1938  and  caused  8 
deaths. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  OFFICERS 

The  same  officials  are  carrying  on : with  the  addition  of  an  additional 
Sanitary  Inspector  with  full  qualifications  who  was  appointed  in  July  last.

VITAL  STATISTICS 

BIRTHS 

There  were  143  live  births  registered  during  the  year — 66  males  and  77 
females.  This  gives  a Birth-rate  of  i 1 .8  per  1,000  of  estimated  population— the 
average  of  England  and  Wales  being  15.0.  This  is  less  than  in  1938  when  the 
total  number  was  167.  There  was  1 illegitimate  birth  (Boys  0 Girls  1)  none 
of  these  children  died  There  were  4 still  births  registered:  2 male  and  2 
female : none  of  these  were  illegitimate  children 


DEATHS 

The  number  actually  registered  was  206.  From  this  must  be  deducted 
the  deaths  of  56  persons  who  belonged  to  other  districts:  on  ihe  other  side  we 
must  add  22  deaths  in  other  districts  that  must  be  ascribed  to  this  district,  as

There  were  104  deaths  in  Public  Institutions  in  the  district:— 82  in 
Bensted  House,  14  in  the  Cottage  Hospital  and  8 in  the  Nursing  Home.  There 
were  4 deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age,  and  132  of  persons  of  the  age 
of  65  and  upwards. 

The  result  is  a net  total  of  172  deaths.  This  gives  for  the  Borough  a 
Death-rate  for  the  year  1939  of  17.0  which  is  above  the  average  for  the  whole 
kingdom  which  is  given  as  12.1. 


INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  number  of  deaths  under  one  year  of  age  was  4 (2  Males  and  2 
Females),  as  against  10  in  the  previous  year.  This  gives  a ratio  of  28  per 
1,000  births,  against  64  in  1938.  The  average  for  the  whole  country  is  50. 

No  illegitimate  infants  died  during  the  year.

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES 


The  Ambulance  Service  has  been  maintained  at  its  usual  high  state  of 
efficiency.  Two  Ambulances  have  been  in  practically  daily  use  throughout  the 
year,  having  travelled  just  on  6,000  miles  in  transporting  366  sick  patients,  and 
attending  48  accidents. 

Many  minor  accidents  not  necessitating  transport  have  been  attended  by 
Brigade  Members. 

The  Personnel  have  given  an  immense  amount  of  time  to  Civil  Defence 
work,  which,  as  during  the  past  two  or  three  years,  is  additional  to  their  usual 
activities.

MATERNITY  AND  NURSING  HOMES. 


There  is  one  private  Nursing  Home  in  the  Borough,  which  is  licensed 
for  the  reception  of  Maternity  Cases. 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  CENTRE 

This  has  been  established  for  some  years  and  is  held  at  the  Queen’s  Hall 
twice  a week,  having  been  open  102  days.  556  children  are  in  regular  attend- 
ance. An  aggregate  of  5190  attendances  have  been  made. 

An  Antenatal  Clinic  is  held  on  Tuesdays  and  has  had  a total  of  48 
attendances,  and  was  open  11  times. 

In  addition  to  their  Transport  work,  the  members  of  the  Nursing  Division 
have  made  numerous  attendances  at  the  Hospital  and  the  various  School,  Welfare 
and  Maternity  Clinics  throughout  the  year.

The  five  Schools  in  the  Borough  remain  as  before  in  their  situations  and 
sanitary  arrangements  : a small  portion  of  their  accommodation  was  used  to  assist 
in  the  education  of  evacuated  Secondary  School  children. 

MEDICAL  INSPECTION  AND  TREATMENT 

Regular  inspection  as  required  by  the  Board  of  Education  has  been 
carried  out  on  the  children  entering  school,  and  also  at  the  ages  of  8 and  13. 
Re-examinations  and  special  examinations  have  also  been  made  as  necessary, 
the  total  number  of  children  examined  amounting  to  1071. 

The  School  Clinics  and  their  arrangements  have  been  continued  throughout 
the  year  on  the  same  lines  as  previously.

Of  a total  of  381  occupied  shops  in  the  Borough  of  Faversham  on  the 
latter  date,  assistants  were  employed  in  176,  all  of  which  were  inspected  during 
the  year.

Ten  occupiers  were  cautioned  formally  in  December  for  failure  to  maintain 
a reasonable  temperature  and  compliance  was  obtained  without  proceedings  being 
taken.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

The  amount  of  Influenza  during  the  past  year  has  been  large  and  wide- 
spread and  of  a moderately  severe  type  8 deaths  have  been  attributed  to  it : with 
one  exception  no  disease  has  developed  into  an  epidemic : the  total  number  of 
notifications  is  less  than  in  1938,  viz : — 59  as  against  68. 

Of  Pneumonia  there  were  6 deaths  registered : 2 of  these  being  infants : 
6 deaths  were  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

The  one  epidemic  was  due  to  German  Measles  which  was  very  widespread 
during  the  latter  half  of  the  year  and  was  confined  to  no  particular  age  or 
condition : fortunately  not  a serious  complaint,  but  causing  a lot  of  trouble  and 
interference  with  school  attendance.

There  were  6 deaths  from  Pneumonia  and  4 deaths  certified  from  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis.  I received  during  the  year  17  notifications  under  Form  C,  and 
14  under  Form  D. 

No  action  has  had  tc  be  taken  under  the  Public  Health  (Prevention  of 
Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  or  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1925,  Section  62. 

No  case  of  Tuberculosis  has  been  found  not  to  be  notified:  it  has  not 
been  found  necessary  to  take  any  action  in  this  direction : no  action  has  been 
taken  for  disinfestation  of  Bugs.

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EVACUATION 

At  the  outbreak  of  war  a number  of  evacuees  were  received  in  this  district 
from  the  Medway  Towns  Area. 

The  total  number  arriving  in  the  Borough  was  1016 : consisting  of 
Secondary  School  Children,  Elementary  School  Children,  Teachers  and  Helpers. 

Of  these  324  attended  the  various  elementary  Schools  : arrangements  were 
in  due  course  made  for  their  absorption  into  our  Schools  and  the  continuance 
of  their  Education : the  same  conditions  prevailed  in  the  Secondary  Schools. 

Shortly  after  their  arrival  5 cases  of  Diphtheria  were  discovered  and 
isolated  in  Hospital : apart  from  this  no  trouble  in  this  respect  was  experienced : 
among  the  children  several  cases  of  enuresis,  impetigo  and  a few  verminous; 
these  were  promptly  dealt  with : chiefly  at  the  School  Clinic. 

INSPECTION 

During  the  year  I have  made  routine  inspections  of  the  various  premises 
that  come  under  my  powers,  and  special  visits  as  occasion  arose.

Included  in  the  duties  of  the  M.O.H.  has  been  the  preparation  and 
administration  of  the  First  Aid  Post  at  the  Mount : this  Post  has  been  completed 
and  for  a long  time  has  been  ready  for  any  emergency  and  has  been  inspected 
by  government  officials  and  received  high  commendation. 

The  Cottage  Hospital  has  also  been  placed  in  readiness  to  receive 
casualties,  should  such  necessity  unfortunately  arise. 

The  details  of  the  various  premises  to  be  inspected  and  the  work  done  in 
connection  therewith  are  set  out  fully  in  the  report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
and  it  is  therefore  unnecessary  for  me  to  recapitulate  them. 

In  concluding  my  Report  I have  to  acknowledge  the  consideration  always 
shown  to  me  by  the  Council  and  valuable  help  received  from  my  brother  officials.

SANITARY  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT 

FOR  THE 

Year  Ending  December  3 1st,  1939. 


To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough. 

Your  Worship  and  Gentlemen, 

The  Minister  of  Health  has  intimated  that  reports  for  1939,  shall  contain 
only  essential  matters.  The  following  brief  report  is  submitted  covering  the 
principal  items  of  Sanitary  Inspector’s  work  during  the  year. 

HOUSING. 

Representations  were  made  under  Sect.  11  of  the  Housing  Act  1936  in 
respect  of  18  houses,  viz : — 2 at  Whitings  Square,  5 at  Partridge  Place,  2 at 
Water  Lane,  1 at  North  Lane,  7 at  Tanner’s  Street  and  1 at  the  Brents. 

Demolition  Orders  were  made  on  the  Whitings  Square  and  Partridge  Place 
cottages,  while  undertakings  have  been  given  in  respect  of  Water  Lane  and  North 
Lane,  two  of  which  are  still  occupied.  The  consideration  of  the  remainder  was 
adjourned  on  account  of  war  conditions. 

Under  the  Regulations  171  houses  were  inspected  and  the  necessary  records 
made.  Of  this  number  64  were  found  not  in  all  respects  fit  and  notices  sent  to 
the  Owners  for  defects  to  be  remedied. 

It  was  necessary  to  serve  4 Statutory  Notices  under  the  Housing  Act  and 
43  under  various  sections  of  the  Public  Health  Act  to  secure  compliance  with 
the  Acts. 

In  connection  with  30  notices  the  Council  carried  out  the  work  in  default 
of  the  Owners.  The  provision  of  flushing  cisterns  to  existing  closets  is  proceeding 
slowly. 

The  Council  are  proceeding  with  the  scheme  for  42  houses  in  Lower  Road, 
some  of  which  are  completed  and  occupied. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

The  usual  enquiries  were  made  in  connection  with  notified  cases  and  70 
rooms  disinfected  for  necessary  reasons. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

Five  samples  of  water  were  submitted  to  the  County  Analyst  for  chemical 
examination,  including  three  from  the  Public  Supply.  The  reports  received  shew 
the  water  to  be  of  good  or  excellent  organic  quality. 

In  addition  six  samples  were  taken  from  the  Public  Supply  for  bacterio- 
logical examination.  All  the  samples  shewed  “ B Coli  absent  in  100  c.c’s  therefore 
good  water. 
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SLAUGHTERHOUSES 

There  are  eight  slaughterhouses  in  the  Borough  which  from  October  became 
subject  to  the  requirements  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938.  Owing  to  war 
conditions  centralised  slaughtering  will  come  into  operation  in  January  and  the 
work  concentrated  in  one  of  the  premises.

1241  notices  of  slaughter  were  received  and  1645  inspections  made  to  the 
Cattle  Market  and  Slaughterhouses,  while  385  inspections  were  made  to  meat, 
fish  and  other  food  shops. 

The  total  amount  of  meat  and  organs  surrendered  on  account  of  disease 
and  unsound  conditions  was  16614  lbs,  other  food  inspections  resulted  in  the 
surrender  of  231  lbs.  of  dogfish  which  arrived  here  in  a state  of  decomposition 
making  a total  weight  of  food  surrendered  at  16845  lbs.  over  7|  tons. 

The  number  of  animals  found  wholly  or  partly  diseased  was  431,  while 
78%  of  the  total  weight  of  meat  and  organs  surrendered  was  on  account  of 
tuberculosis. 


It  should  be  noted  that  a large  proportion  of  the  surrendered  meat  was 
from  cows  of  all  ages.  The  trade  in  cow  beef  has  considerably  increased  during 
the  past  year,  some  of  which  is  distributed  wholesale  to  other  butchers,  while 
a quantity  is  used  by  bakers  for  so-called  “ steak  pies.”  Many  of  these  animals 
are  not  insurable  against  loss.
